Math Course Sequence Changed 
For Engineers at Washington 


Changes in the mathematics 
course sequence for students in 
the University of Washington’s 
College of Engineering will go 
into effect at the beginning of the 
Autumn Quarter 1949. Although 
the high school requirements for 
entrance to the College will re- 
main the same, these changes in 
course sequence may influence 
prospective engineers in their 
choice of high school electives in 
mathematics. 

The sequence which has been 
in use, Mathematical Analysis for 
freshman engineers and Engineer- 
ing Calculus for sophomore engi- 


neers, is being replaced by a pro- 
gram similar to that followed by 
majors in mathematics and the 
physical sciences. The first course 
in this new sequence will be Es- 
sentials of Plane Trigonometry. 

Students who have completed a 
semester of trigonometry in high 
school may upon passing an ex- 
amination in the subject, be ex- 
empted from their first-quarter 
University course in Essentials of 
Plane Trigonometry. 

Eligible students arrange for 
the examination through their ad- 
visers at the time of registration. 
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Touring Theatre 
Has Open Dates 


The University of Washington Tour- 
ing Theatre takes to the road this fall 
to present three plays for schools 
throughout the state. Although the 
Theatre has solid bookings through the 
middle of February, superintendents 
and principals may still make arrange- 
ments to have the group play at their 
schools in March, April, or May. 


In most communities where the The- 
atre performs, the players will present 
special matinee shows for high school 
and grade school students. Older stu- 
dents will see Shakespeare’s classic 
recipe for taming a woman, The Tam- 
ing of the Shrew or Years Ago, a mod- 
ern American comedy. For younger 
children the traveling actors will pre- 
sent a special verison of Aladdin and 
the Wonderful Lamp. 


THE SPONSORING school will re- 
ceive 15 per cent of the net profit from 
the performances but must guarantee 
the Theatre a minimum of $50 for each 
show. Student admissions are set at 
thirty-five cents. 


Besides performances for school 
groups, the Theatre players will pre- 
sent evening programs sponsored by 
civic orgainzations in various com- 
munities.

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Those who pass this qualifying exami- 
nation may immediately proceed to 
their second quarter course in Higher 
Algebra, provided they present the re- 
quired 144 units in algebra for entrance. 

The mathematics required for ad- 
mission to the College of Engineering 
will continue to be 14% units of algebra, 
1 unit plane geometry, and 1% unit 
solid geometry. Trigonometry is 
strongly recommended for prospective 
engineers who are looking for a high 
school elective which will carry them 
forward in their professional university 
study.

Two hours will be allowed on the pro- 
gram for lunch, and delegates will be 
expected to make their own provision 
for this meal.

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Schools Offered 
Slide Lecture 
As Guidance Aid 


An illustrated lecture on “Campus 
Life” is again being offered without 
charge to high schools, junior colleges, 
and P.-T. A. groups by the Office of 
High School Student Relations and 
Orientation. The lecture, with which 
2 x 2 colored slides are used, is about 
forty-five minutes in length and may 
be followed by a question-answer pe- 
riod if desired. 

The presentation is intended as a 
supplement to the regular guidance 
program. It has value for students 
contemplating college as well as for 
students and parents who are merely 
interested in knowing more about their 
state University. Although the illus- 
trations are drawn from the University 
campus, the remarks accompanying the 
slides are adapted to suit a general, a 
college-bound, or a University-bound 
audience. The slide lecture accommo- 
dates most advantageously a group of 
200 or less. 


SCHOOLS AND P.-T. A. groups 
who wish to schedule the illustrated 
lecture at any time during the current 
school year are urged to submit their 
requests with preferred dates not later 
than September 30. In order to reduce 
traveling expenses to a minimum it is 
necessary to work out an itinerary well 
in advance. 

It is further suggested that an indi- 
vidual who plans to request a date con- 
tact other individuals in the surround- 
ing community who may be interested 
in order that requests from the same 
area may be considered together. 


Creating Child’s Drama 
Taught by University 


Superintendents still have time to 
bring creative dramatics, the art of 
children’s play-making, to their com- 
munities. For the first time this year, 
traveling University instructors will 
conduct classes in the subject for teach- 
ers and other interested persons in fif- 
teen towns throughout the state. 

In these classes students will learn 
how to teach children to make their 
own plays about everything from nurs- 
ery rhymes to classics. This is an ex- 
tension of the Creative Dramatics pro- 
gram which has proved highly success- 
ful in Seattle, Tacoma, and Yakima. 

The work will be given in two one- 
week sessions of afternoon and eve- 
ning classes which carry a total of 
three University extension credits. 
There must be at least twenty persons 
in a class.
